of some other group. As a result 76 percent of the 
4-H camps were held during the period between 
May 29 and June 19, an extremely busy time for 
farm families. 


Each year the existing camps are reaching 
their capacity through use by their own groups. 
If 4-H members are to have adequate camping op- 
portunities, they need to have camps of their own 
with sufficient facilities. 


Other extension groups likewise are expanding 
in the camping field. Each year more and more 
Rural Young People want to attend camps. Rural 
adult groups are becoming interested in homemaker 
camps and family camping. 


An expanded camping program will require 
more leaders trained in camp philosophy, techniques 
and procedures. To serve as a hub for an lowa Ex- 
tension camping program, 4-H members and leaders 
have proposed the development of an Iowa 4-H 
Camping Center. Such a center would serve: 


1. As a site for some county and district 4-H 
and RYP camps. 
2. As a center to: 

a. Develop camping philosophy, techniques, 
and procedures for all Iowa Extension 
groups. 

b. Train leaders for county and district 
4-H and RYP camps. 
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c. Train leaders in organization and opera-~ 
tion of overnight ‘‘sleepouts’’ by local 
clubs. 

d. Inspire the development of more and 
stronger county and district camps. 

e. More effectively use state extension 
staff specialists in camping programs 
and leadership training. 

3. As a leadership training center in fields other 
than camping (during off-camp seasons) for: 

a. Training schools in general leadership 
techniques (4-H, RYP and adult extension 
groups). 

b. Training schools in other lines of exten- 
sion work such as music, recreation and 
health. 

c. Training in nature studies -- wildlife, 
conservation, forestry, botany and geol- 
ogy. 

4. As a location for meetings and conferences 
held by extension and other groups who want 
to get away from an urban center.

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A Guide to Rules of Order 


By W. H. Stacy, Extension Socironoeist, 
IowA STATE COLLEGE 


ARLIAMENTARY rules are not arbitrary laws. 

They have not been designed to make business 
procedure formal or rigid. Instead, they simplify it. 
Refined and clarified, through years of trial and error, 
they are accepted as established principles because 
by using them officers of organizations find it is 
easier to conduct group affairs efficiently. 

This Guide has been prepared as an aid to leaders 
of local rural organizations. Special attention is 
given to ways of facilitating action in the business 
sessions of social and educational meetings. Since 
more than 5,000 meetings of township farm bureaus 
are held annually in Iowa, rules of order are stated 
with particular reference to the programs of these 
groups. However, in the main, the principles pre- 
sented can be used to advantage by leaders of 4-H 
clubs, rural young people’s groups and other similar 
organizations. 


Officers and members will find this guide a refer- 
ence which they can use during meetings. For those 
who wish systematically to study parliamentary pro- 
cedure it supplies an abbreviated statement. Groups 
which progress in developing parliamentary pro- 
cedure often provide for ‘critic’ reports. In such 
cases one who is familiar with rules of order com- 
ments on strong and weak points of the meeting. 
This can be done either at the close of regular ses- 
sions or on special occasions. Exercises in parlia- 
mentary drill may also be undertaken to advantage. 
Excellent suggestions for these are given in refer- 
ences listed at the end of this circular. 


CALL TO ORDER 


To open a meeting the chairman stands, raps for 
order and announces, “The meeting will please come 
to order.” If it is not a regular meeting he should 
briefly state the purpose for which it has been called. 


ROLL CALL. 


Where the roll call is verbal interest may be added 
by having responses in terms of “my hobby,’ “my 
birthplace,” “my favorite book,” etc. In any case, an 
organization needs to have some way of checking up 
on the attendance of its members. 


READING OF MINUTES 


Minutes of the previous meeting are read by the 
secretary as a first item of business. This is for the 
purpose of correcting any mistakes that may have 
been made in recording transactions. It also serves 
as a review of the affairs of the previous session. 


The Secretary’s Record 


The secretary makes notations of all happenings in 
the program during the meeting. These minutes are 
afterwards copied in a permanent record. When read 
for approval at a succeeding meeting the chairman 
asks, “Are there any corrections to the minutes as 
read?” If none are mentioned he states, “They stand 
approved.” When corrections are suggested they are 


added to the original record. Then action is taken. 


to “approve the minutes as corrected.” 
Complete minutes for an ordinary meeting include 
the following information: 


1. An introductory statement mentioning: 
a. Kind of meeting—(regular or special). 
b. Name of organization. 


c. Date, time and place (when not always 
same). 


d. Called to order by whom. 


2. Notation regarding reading and approval of 
minutes of previous meeting. 
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3. Record of motions: 


a. All main motions. 
b. Secondary motions, amendments, etc., 
if carried. 
c. All points of order and appeals. 
d. Name of member introducing each mo- 
tion. 
4. Notes regarding announcements, communica- 
tions and reports. 
5. Record of committees appointed. 
6. Conclusion: 
a. Adjournment (time and manner). 
b. Signature of secretary. 


ANNOUNCEMENTS, REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
AND COMMUNICATIONS 
Each meeting should provide for announcements by 
those responsible for specific activities. In a town- 
ship farm bureau group there is usually no better 


way of starting on a “discussion level” than by call- 
ing for news items from: 


a. Leaders of home project groups and members 
of township and county women’s committees. 
Representative of county farm bureau board. 
Leaders and members of 4-H girls’ clubs. 
Leaders and members of 4-H boys’ clubs. 
Leaders of soil conservation, R.E.A. and 
other farm projects.

In considering a committee report, the committee 
chairman presents the findings. If action is desired, 
after discussing and stating the proposition, he moves 
adoption of the recommendation. Like other motions, 
when seconded, the recommendation is then up for 
discussion and may be put to a vote. 

A fact-finding committee should submit its report 
in such form that it can be filed with the secretary. 
Reports of this type may be “accepted” (with ex- 
pressions. of appreciation). 
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TABLE OF PARLIAMENTARY MOTIONS} 


___ Motions have characteristics which are related to the purposes they are designed to accomplish. ‘Main mo- 
tions” (1) may not interrupt a speaker, (2) require a second, (3) may be amended, (4) may be debated, (5) re- 
quire majority vote and (6) may be reconsidered. Most of the characteristics which distinguish other motions 
are given below by letters, numbers and symbols as follows: 


= I—may interrupt speaker; N-—does not require second; A—may not be amended ; P—is ruled upon by presid- 
ing officer without vote; C—permitted without vote by unanimous consent; U—is undebatable; T—requires two- 
thirds vote; R—cannot be reconsidered; K—vote (majority) if chair desires it; *—-motion in order at any time 
if the situation demands it and purpose is stated in addressing the presiding officer. Numbers indicate rank of 
motions when more than one is before the assembly at the same time.

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TRANSACTION OF BUSINESS 
President 


Much of the success of a meeting depends upon the 
president. He should allow no tedious delay between 
events. In the business session it is his responsibility 
to guide the discussion, and he should always keep 
it directed to the subject under consideration. He 
should insist that proposals be put in the form of mo- 
tions if action is desired. Then, as soon as he feels 
that the matter has been adequately discussed, he 
may ask, “Do you wish to vote on the question?” 
Subject to the approval of the group, he may often 
dispose of propositions by stating the consensus or 
conclusions arrived at. Taking advantage of general 
agreement, he asks if there is any objection to the 
proposed action and if there is none announces the 
result. 

It is the duty of the president to preside at all 
meetings. If he desires to participate in the discus- 
sion of an issue he must call someone else (preferably 
the vice president) to the chair. 

The president may vote whenever the vote is taken 
by ballot or roll call. He does not vote when the 
vote is by acclamation. 


Before every meeting the president should familiar- 
ize himself with the program plan. Business is ex- 
pedited when the secretary and the president arrange 
a “docket” or outline of the business to be consid- 
ered. 


Motions 


Motions or resolutions may be presented during the 
business session of a meeting by any member of the 
organization. Form of motion should be “I move 
(eh Oke Reina cr Aa st er eee a 


If a member desires to make a motion, he rises and 
addresses the presiding officer by his or her official 
title. The chairman “recognizes” him by calling his 
name. Only after he has been so “recognized” is he 
privileged to present his proposal. 

Any member may second a motion by stating, so 
as to be heard by the chairman, ‘I second the mo- 
tion.” It is not essential that an individual second- 
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ing a motion rise or wait for recognition by the pre- 
siding officer. 

Discussion of a main motion is in order only after 
it has been seconded and restated by the chairman. 


- Nominations 


More careful selection of officers and greater as- 
surance of their willingness to serve is usually as- 
sured when nominations are presented by a nominat- 
ing committee. Another good plan is that of having 
a nominating ballot and naming the two receiving the 
most votes from members of the group as the 
nominees. 

In no case does the report of the nominating com- 
mittee eliminate the privilege of members to make 
additional nominations from ‘“‘the floor.”

The chairman may declare nominations closed or 
there may be a motion “that nominations cease” 
when there is no further response to the chairman’s 
question, “Are there any other nominations?”

Appointment of Committees 


There is an advantage in having committees ap- 
pointed before adjournment, but often this is not 
possible. If announcement is not made in the meet- 
ing the chairman notifies individually the members 
of the committee which he appoints. 


It is the duty of the appointing officer to instruct 
the committee regarding its work and to follow up 
by making sure that members serve in the capacity 
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for which appointed. The skillful chairman does this 
without taking over any of the responsibilities as- 
signed to the committee. 


Adjournment 


Meetings are adjourned in either of two ways. A 
member may propose a motion to adjourn which is 
voted upon; or the chairman of the meeting, after all 
business has been considered, may informally state, 
“Ts there any further business? If not, the meeting 
is adjourned.” 

In announcing adjournment the chairman should 
also mention the date of the next meeting and call 
to the attention of the members any matters which he 
or she considers worthy of their special consideration.

Programs 


The program of projects and activities in -E work are democratically deter— 
mined by the members and the club. Certain requirements are universally adopted, 
such as, each member must have a project, engage in the club activities, such as, 
health, safety, conservation, music, recreation, and others, attend meetings, 
serve as officers when elected, exhibit products, and many other requirements. 
sach club meets regularly, usually once each month and programs consist of business 
sessicns, educational program, and social and recreational period. Many events 
combining the efforts of many or all the clubs in the county, such as, achievement 
shows, Darties, banquets, picnics, tours, camps are all a part of a club program. 


Haecn club is under the sponsorship of an adult leader and often one or more 
assistant leaders. These people give of their time voluntarily to help young people 
Carry through their projects and also assist in their meetings and activities.

Why do we try to follow accepted rules of parliamentary pro¢edure? It is be 
cause an organization with a membership that knoww the fundamentals of parliamentary 
law saves much time and dreary routine, avOids vagueness and misdirection ond is not 
so likely to make sudden decisions that do not reflect the best thinking of the group 


In the book "Come to Order," the authors have stated that all parliamentary 
rules are built upon these EES principles: 


Justice and courtesy to all 
One thing at a time 

The rule of the majority 
The rights of the minority 


Any 4-H member who will keep these principles in mind will see a real challenge in 
learning and practicing the fundamentals of parliamentary procedure, Hach rule has 
come into general @cceptance, not because someone said it is correct but because ex— 


perience through the years Bee proved Beek ocate procedures work more satisfactory 
than’ other procedures.

II. How does a member obtain the floor?:

The president recognizes the member by sneeking his name (only first 
name is usually used in 4-H meetings).

Any member has the right to speak during this period. Courtesy 
requires that one member does not use all the discussion time. 

The présiding officer can speed up discussion by recognizing dif— 
ferent members in case a member does not abide by this courtesy. 
If the discussion lasts a long time the president may ask, "Are 
you ready for the question?" 


Here are a few pointers. for all who enter into discussion: 


a. Address ell remarks to the presiding officer. 
be. Be courteous.. = : a 
c, Members should not disturb the assembly by whispering 
or walking across the room during discussion, while the 
chairmen is speaking, or when the assembly is engaged 
in voting. 


There are three common motions that are not debatable. These are motion for 
adjournment; motion that a vote be taken by ballot; and motion to lay a motion cn 


the table. (The purposes of tabling a motion are to lay aside a pending question so 
that more urgent business may be considered, to consider the motion at a iater date 
or to kill the motion without further discussing. When one of these three undebat— 
able motions has been offered and seconded, the president states the question and 
announces the vote, omitting the discussion.

says, "I ask leave to withdraw my motion." The chairman says, "If there is no objec+ 
tion, the member is allowed to withdraw the motion." The consent of the person 
seconding the motion is not needed. : 


How a Resolution Differs from a Motion 


There are times then a motion is of such importance or length that it is put 
4nto written form. It is then called a resolution. The statement of a resolution 
begins with the word "Resolved" that étc. - if the word ‘resolved" were replaced by 
tT move! the resolution would become a motion. 


Resolutions are more or less formal in their statement and are often preceded 
by a preamble which sets forth the reasons for the resolution. Each clause of the 
preamble is set up as a paragraph beginning with the word whereas" and ending with 


& comma or a semi-colon. 


When @ member presents a resolution for adoption he obtains the floor and says, 
"I move the adoption of the following resolution." which he reads and then hands to 


the chairman.

Voting is done by ballot when secrecy is desired. Ballots are dis- 
tributed and collected by tellers. In counting ballots, small tech- 
nical errors such as misspelling a name should not be noticed if the 
meaning is clear. Counting of the vote is done by the tellers. After 
the votes are counted they List the candidates in order with the num-— 
ber of votes each receives — the one receiving the highest number of 
of votes being first. The teller first named stands, addresses the 
chair and hands the list to the president and takes his seat without 
saying who is elected. The chairmen reads the report and declares 
who is elected. When the tellers report, they shoulda hand the ballots 
to the secretary who should retain them until it is certain that a 
recount will not be ordered.

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RULES OF ORDER 


People have been meeting together in groups through the ages to conduct 
business. These people have found that certain practices make transacting business 
more efficient. A minimum number of these rules which rural young people's organi- 
zations will-want to use to conduct meetings in an orderly business-like fashion

The President stands when he calls the meeting to order. 


Members rise and address the presiding officer as Mr. Chairman or Medam 
Chairman when they wish to offer motions or express points of view. 


Chairman recognizes member by saying his or her first name if meeting is 
small and informal, If a large meeting or group is not all well acquainted, 
chairman recognizes member by saying Mr. of Miss ° 
After “addressing the chair" and being “recognized” a member makes his 
statement or introduces a motion by stating "I move that ........° 


Motions are seconded before they are "open for discussion.” 


It is not necessary, in ordinary group meetings, for the one who seconds 

a motion to go through the formality of rising, addressing the chair and 
being recognized. Neither is it necessary for the secretary to record the 
name of the seconder. If there is no second the chairman says "motion 
lost for want of a second” and the motion is dropped. 


Common procedure for a motion is (a) present and second (b) discuss and 
consider any amendments or modifications that may be proposed, (c) vote on 
amendments if any are offered, (a) vote on motion (or motion as amended.) 


The presiding officer may vote whenever the vote is taken by ballot or

The secretary should note the main features of the program and for the

Officers of a group should lmow where to turn for references telling how 
to handle different types of motions and deal with special problems.

If you'll take note of a majority of the stories you read in news— 
papers, you'll cbserve that the first paragranh or in a few cases the first two 
Paragraphs summarize the story. 
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We call that the lead of the story. It gives persons who want to read their 
aper hurriedly a brief reviow of the news. It also gives them a chance to make 


ae their minds as to whether they want to read the entire story or stop with the 
first couwole of paragraphs. : 


A sunmary lead also gives the editor of the paper an opportunity to cut down 
16 lencth of the story if he is short of space. 


nother thing you should notice about the lead is that it tells Who, What, When, 
Where, Why, and How. Every well written news story either brings out these points 
or ther are implied.

Then 
tke succeeding paragraphs took up point by point the items in the lead and gave more 
full and complete information about then. Bece: use the least important items are at 
the end cf the story any one or all of the ee could have been cut off with- 
out destroying the continuity of the story. :

In this story several names were mentioned. You'll note that every name men- 
tioned had a definite reason for being included. We can't justify including names 
merely to get them in the paper. If there were guests at the club meeting it would 
be desirable to include their names. On the other hand, listing the names of members 
present has no place. Neither is it ordinarily desirable to include the names of 
those not present. 





One mistake most inexperienced club repurters make is to try and report a club 
meeting in the style of a secretary's minutes. Many of the items included in a 
secretary's records have no place in the news. When you start to write news you'll 
have to forget a lot that you learned in English classes about organization of your 
material. The essence of good newswriting is brevity of words and details. 


Leave Gut the Trivial 


When you report 4-E news leave out whe called the meeting to order, the time 
it was called to order, who read the minutes, minor items of business, that 
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ak 

refresuments were served or what was served unless it was unusual. ‘here are xenc- 
times exceptions but net often. If the club was served srizzly bear steaks killed 
by the father of one of the members on a trip to Alaska that might be unusual enougy 
to warrant its inclusion in the story. Fact of the matter, that might even be the 
lead for the story. That would be something mishty unusual, wouldn't it? Do you 
get the point? Never inciude in your stories such items as, "a delicious lunch was 
served by Mrs, Brown."

_A Progressive Games Party in Carnival Mood 
by Gertrude Skow Sanford, Extension Specialist in Recreation 


Music, booths or small game centers, dancing, food, and lots of fun with lots of 
people--— 


~ a. CARNIVAL - CARNIVAL J 


Decorate with red and white strips of crepe paper where possible, Other 
decorative materials «re needed, too —— such as balloons and megaphones, You'll have 
more ideas, A "center" for decorating is better than little spots of decorating all 
over the room, A natural center is the lighted stage, Another is about the piano, 
and still another would be the center of the room, with small group games arranged 
all about the sides of the room. The entrance may be canopied. The M,C. (master of 
ceremonies) adds much to the party by coming"full dress," Hach of the small group 
geme leaders is a "barker" with megaphone and possibly a costume of bright color. 


The pattern of the party is as follows? 


i. When guests arrive, the M.C. end pre-party games committee are on hand and 
music is being played. Come to the Fair would be a good record. If this 
is net available, use other joyous music, A musical mixer game wovld logi- 
cally follow a pre-party activity. 


2. The M,C, breaks the group into units of 4 to 8 people for small group games, 
All progress from game to game. The nature of these games is varied to 
include equipment things, pencil and paper, etc.- Part of the group progress— 
es clockwise and part counter—-clockwise, which permits playing with many 
different people. Scores are kevt, and at the close of this period the MC. 
asks all to total scores. Prizes for fun may be given, 


3. Group singing, refreshments, and entertainment naturally come into the 
program at this point. Fellowship is at a high level and the group is ready 
to rest. : 


4, Folk games conclude the evening. A closing song and an inspiring thought 
should be the final feature. ; 


Committees 


‘ Sufficient number of people to lead so that everyone may be a participant at 
- least part of the time, and to provide interesting variety in leadership is re- 
commended, : = Se 


It is recommended that there be four committees, a song leader, an accompanist, 
and a Master of Ceremonies. Hach committee and leader receives in advance an out- 
line of the plan of the entire party, and the organization and game directions for 
the particular activity assignment, All participents in the party receive the en— 
tire kit at the close of the party for use in repeating it locally, 
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“The committees are as followst 


(1) Ticket Takers. Responsible for vlanning and ee up decorations for the 
party, as well as for removing them at the close of the evening, and for the get—ac— 
quainted games of the evening, - They should be on hand early, have the hall ready | 
for the first arrival, greet guests and see that they wear large name tags, and 
direct the first activity (included on page 5 of this kit), If the deocrations 
are to be used again, arrangements should be understood in advance so they will be 
carefully handled and a means of packing them provided, 


(2) Booths and Barkers, Responsible for all small group games, preferrably 
two leaders (one boy and one girl) for each. They must get together in advance fo 
practice directions and get accustomed to the time limits for the games, They also 
must know the spirit of the occasion and be prepared not only to teach the games, 
but to add to the: CARNIVAL spirit by "barking" as the groups change games every 5 
minutes. The games must be set wo reedy to play before the guests arrive, Some may. 
have to be pushed or wheeled out into place after the opening mixer, but they should 
be’ assembled and ready before hand. As soon as the i.C, has ennounced the "gr —e — 
atest midway in all time, "Ladies and Gentlemen!" the barkers should open up with 
the enchanting values to be had in coming to their stand, The M,C. will time the 
playing and the leaders will cooperate fully by beginning and ending play promptly. 


(3) Refreshment Stand. Responsible for preparing and serving refreshments, and 
helping in cleening up the hall after the party, If sufficient means for disposing 
of bottles, papers, cups, étc. are provided at refresmment time, the clean-up will 
amount to very little work, Refreshments would probably include a drink and a 


solid food, Would you like popcorn in cone shaved sacks and juicy apples, or milk 
and hot dog sandwiches? 


Use imagaination in having food at the Carnival. Include poys and girls on 
this committee. 


(1) Midway Dance, Responsible for the folk dancing and consisting of at least 
._four boys and four girls, Considerable practice before the party is essential, A 
"Prompter! to teach the game and "call" directions will be chosen for cach dances 
The others assist by spreading out among the narticipants to help demonstrate the 
geme, The "prompter" should give directions at each practice (and also to himself 
alone) to be capable of making himself understood at the party, The prompter must 
also be in touch with the accompanist before the party (possibly during the noon . 
hour of the training school) to go over the music, This is necessary for good tempo, 
understanding of sequence of dances, The prompter should explain, too, that he will 
want the music to start after —— not during ~— his instructions,

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The #,C, is concerned with the quality of the party as a whole, fitting the 
various component parts into placé to achieve a gradual building up of fellowship 
and tempo of fun to a high point of interest which should occur 30 to 40 minutes 


before closing. Then the relatively quick closing of the party follows with the 
final beautiful closing song, 


The M,C, will work with all the leeders, in advance of the party, to g0 over 
the plan and organization -— see graphic chart, page 12 , and to call attention to 
the timing of the party events, He will be on hand at the party with the arrival 
of the Ticket Committee to generally assist and participate and encourage, and he 
will be near the door to bid all Good—Night at the close of the party, 


During refreshment time he may see that a stunt of some kind aprears. 


The following stunt may be used: 


Place an empty pop bottle on the edge of a table. Place a cork (not too 
large) on tops Select several contestants to snap the cork off, according to 
the M.C.'s directions. A prize can be offered to those who succeed.

This committee of eight or more should be composed of both boys and girls, As 
guests arrive they are checked for conspicuous name tags -- making sure they receive 
one if they do not already have one on.

Here is a little trick with which you can entertain a group for an hour, On the 
end of a notched stick a ee propeller is fastened with a pin or nail, By rubbing 
the notched ‘edge the propeller is made to revolve; then at will, the operator can

Action: Rub a pencil along the notched edge of the stick, and vibrations will

Rules 
1. Starting 


Start with the board empty. Players take turns in placing their men, one at a 
time, to make a row of three in a line, while preventing opponent from doing like— 
wise. (not diagonally at corners). 


2. "Pounding!" 


If either player succeeds in forming a row of three he may remove from the board 
any of the opponent's men (called "pounding"), 


3. Safe Row 


However a row of three may not be disturbed as long as there are other men left. 
This rule does not prevent a player from opening his own row of three (rule 7); 


4. Placing 


The placing continues until each man has entered his nine men on the board, 
This ends the first phase of the game. The second phase is "moving", the third

Challenges 4-H’ers 
To Live Useful Lives 


“From the standpoint of oppor- 
tunities for constructive influence in 
this world where the need is so 
great, homemaking is the most im- 
portant of all vocations, “Dean H. 
H. Kildee, director of the Iowa Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, told 
nearly 1,500 convention delegates 
and leaders at the opening session 
Tuesday evening. 

“The entire 4-H club program 
contributes to the preparation for 
greater success, greater happiness 
and greater usefulness,” Dean Kil- 
dee said. 

Kildce is retiring as dean of agri- 
culture, director of the extension 
service and director of the agricul- 
tural experiment station July 1. This 
talk to girls’ convention delegates 
was one of his last before retire- 
ment. 

Success Formula 


Drawing from his many years of 
pleasant relationships with farm 


people, Kildee gave this formula for 
-wecveue and happiness, First, peupic 


who have been most successful and 
happy have had high ideals and ex- 
cellent character, he said. Second, 
he mentioned good health and point- 
ed out that it is within an individuals 
power to misuse or improve our 
health resources. 

Honest and sincere application of 
one’s best ability, and the ability to 
work with others were the factors 
he mentioned next. 

He named the “ability to apply 
knowledge to your work, and finally, 
the setting up of objectives and goals 
and the making of plans with pre- 
paration leading to them,” as the 
final qualities which successful and 
happy people possess. 

Recognition 

Kildee recognized the people who 
contribute to an effective 4-H pro- 
gram by saying, “I want to commend 
and congratulate you who are 4-H 
club members, the members of our 
extension service staff who enjoy 
working with you, and to thank and 
commend the good citizens of your 
communities who serve so generous- 
ly and effectively as your local lead- 
ers.” 

He said, “The abilities, the objec- 
tives, the attitudes, the philosophies, 
and the characters of the rural youth 
of our nation are of vital concern to 
the lives, the happiness and well- 
being of all the people in our coun- 
try who have, today, a great oppor- 
tunity to influence for good the 
peoples in all lands in the world in 
which we live.” 


Neither heat nor rain destroyed 
the enthusiasm of the 1200 4-H ers, 
220 leaders and more than 70 
extension people who attended the 
4-day session.

- Henny Hansen, of Denmark, gave 
1949 Girls’ Convention delegates a 
clearer picture of life in her country 
and what their 4-H club members 
are doing when she spoke to dele- 
gates in State Gymnasium Thursday 
forenoon. 


One of the biggest differences in 
club work here and there is the fact 
that it is on an April to November 
basis in Denmark instead of a year- 
round activity as it is in this country, 
Miss Hansen said. This is because 
the girls have to go to meetings on 
bicycles and that is hard to do in 
winter, especially at night. 

Miss Hansen is the first girl to 
arrive in Iowa in the International 
Farm Youth Exchange program 
sponsored by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and the ex- 
tension service, and financed by 
Iowa 4-H and Rural Young People’s 
club members. 

She said that Danish 4-H girls 
learn things that help them become 
better homemakers such as house 
cleaning, canning and baking. A lot 
of them also have gardening pro- 
jects, she said. 

Miss Hansen is well-qualified to 
speak about the 4-H club movement 
in Denmark, being a club worker 
herself in the summer and teaching 
home economics during the winter. 

The 26-year old miss said that 
their club meetings were held when 
something else was going on because

as Iowa 4-H girls have, the agents 
have to be at every meeting. 


They call their club work 4-H 
also, she said, since there are four 
words in the Danish language start- 
ing with H which have the same 
meaning as do head, heart, hands 
and health in the English language. 


The 4-H idea was started in Den- 
mark in 1924, Miss Hansen said. 
She explained that an agricultural 
attache to the United States brought 
the idea back to Denmark with him. 
Danish 4-H’ers also have the same 
club motto, “To Make the Best 
Better,” she said. 


A home economist in Denmark 
must have a half year of practical 
experience in a city home and a half 
year living in a farm home, she said. 
This practical training must be tak- 
en outside your own home, Miss 
Hansen explained. After this year 
of practical experience you can en- 
ter a college or university in Den- 
mark, without going to high school 
providing you can pass an examina- 
tion. 

She said that she wanted to 
straighten out some misconceptions 
a lot of people in this country have 
about Denmark. One of these is that 
people now have a living house 
separate from the barn as contrasted 
to the idea given by some books in 
this country. Most homes have elec- 
tricity, a telephone and radio, she 
pointed out.

The 
motivating principle by which a life 
is controlled or guided makes the 
difference. 

In citing the wrong use of talents, 
Mr. Allen said, “Great suffering has 
come to mankind because the mo- 
tivation behind the use of talent 
was one of hate, greed, selfishness, 
desire for power and other unworthy 
uses. Hitler and other similar 
characters through history have 
used their talents for wrong ends 
and caused suffering throughout 
the whole world.”

He told the story of Johnny 
Appleseed, the ficticious character 
who planted appleseeds across the 
United States so the pioneers would 
have apples to eat, as an example of 
consecrated service.

He asked nothing back, 
sold no orchards to anybody, but 
planted the seeds for the pioneer 
and settler to enjoy the fruits of 
his lovely service, Mr. Allen said.

Kildee Named— 





Honorary 4-H Member 


Dean H. H. Kildee received a fit- | 


ting honor to climax his long career 
serving Iowa and the nation’s agri- 
culture Wednesday evening when 
he was initiated as an honorary 
member of the Iowa Girls’ 4-H 
organization at the convention. 

Dean Kildee was initiated just 9 
days before his retirement as direc- 
tor of the extension service, director 
of the agricultural experiment sta- 
tion and dean of agriculture at Iowa 
State College. In fact, he made one 
of his last speeches before his re- 
tirement to convention delegates. 

Member in Spirit 

Although his honorary initiation 
was completed Wednesday, Dean 
Kildee has been a 4-H club member 
in spirit for many years. He has al- 
ways had a keen interest in the de- 
velopment and happiness of rural 
youth. 

Louise Wintermute, state girls’ 
4-H president, 1948-49, had charge 
of Kildee’s initiation, assisted by 
the other state officers who served 
with her, and state officer candidates. 
Mitchell county, Kildee’s home 
county, was represented by seven 
members who took part in the cere- 
mony. They were Janet Cole and 
Mary Lou Woodward, of Orchard, 
Marjorie Klemesrud, of Nora 
Springs, Helen Angell, of Osage, 
Germaine Mayer, and _ Lorraine 
Isaac of Stacyville, and Dorothy 
Groth, of St. Ansgar. 

Born on Farm 

The dean was born on a farm in 
Mitchell county, March 4, 1884, went 
to country school and was graduated 
from the seminary in Osage in 1903. 
He then came to Iowa State Cullege 
and earned his way through school 
by working on stock farms during 
the summer. 





After graduation in 1908 Kildee 
joined the college staff and worked 
in animal husbandry at the Experi- 
ment Station 2 years. In 1910, he 
was appointed professor of dairy 
husbandry and superintendent at 
the college dairy farm. During this 
time he became one of the leading 
authorities in dairy breed type in 
the United States. 


To Minnesota © 


Kildee left Iowa State in 1916 to 
accept a professorship in dairy hus- 
bandry and to head the Dairy Hus- 
bandry Division at the University 
of Minnesota for 2 years. He then 
returned to Iowa State to head work 
in animal husbandry, including 
dairy husbandry and poultry hus- 
bandry, and has been on the staff 
ever since. 

He was appointed dean of agri- 
culture following the resignation of 
Dean C. F. Curtiss in 1933, and be- 
came director of Agriculture and 
Home Economics Extension Service 
on July 1, 1946. This was the first 
step in integrating all agricultural 
activities—research, teaching and 
extension. The consolidation was 
completed on July 1, 1948, when 
Dean Kildee became director of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 


Many Friends 


During his many years of service 
to agriculture in Iowa and the 
nation, Dean Kildee has made many 
friends. He has a genuine interest 
in people and has a reputation for 
being a most likable person. Al- 
though he has become world famous 
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Florence Fallgatter 
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work from a vast number of oppor- 
tunities. A point to remember is 
that you will not be competing with 
men,” she said. 


Always Useful 


As a third reason she pointed out 
that “home economics training con- 
tinues to be useful to your family as 
long as you live.” When a girl in one 
of the many home-related fields 
marries, she merely transfers her 
training to a new endeavor. She has 
the basic preparation that helps her 
run her own home better, she said. 

Miss Fallgatter told the delegates 
about the fields of home economics 
which were available for further 
study on the college level and ex- 
plained some of the qualities which 
help in selecting a good field.

Materials are distributed in quantity to provide authentic in- 
formation on nutrition subjects. A total of 112,485 pieces of au- 
thentic material, the highest number on record, were distributed 
as a result of this service. 


One-half of all the materials distributed are used by educational 
leaders followed by consumer and professional leaders. Each of the 
$0 schools in this area use the materials and 52,074 pieces were re- 
quested by the teachers alone this year.

The Dairy Council has a proportionate share in this sales in- 
crease of Class I Milk. 


Many important factors are involved in this increase: Increased 
population, economic and social circumstances, caliber of the dairy 
industry and its products here, and education on the value of dairy 
foods and their use. 


*It is estimated that the total population in the market has increased 36% 
since 1934—-present population of 200,000. 

The total market sales of fluid milk have steadily increased during the 
years 1935-1948. The biggest increase occurred after 1942, although there 
was a noticeable increase in fluid milk sales after 1940. Average monthly 
fluid sales remained static during the years 1937-1939. 

In recent years, consumers have learned that milk is nutritionally impor- 
tant in their diet, This knowledge should prevent a rapid decrease in con- 
sumption if this country were to experience another economic collapse, 
provided that milk prices are kept reasonably in line with the consumer's 
ability to purchase milk.
